Intended   chiefly  as  a  help  to  beginners. 

Submitted  to  the  Simplifyd  Speling  Sosyeti  by 
A.  Vernon  IT^rcoubt,  M.A.,  P.R.S. 


All  consonants  to  be  pronounced  as  usual  except  "c" 
and  "  q."  To  "  c "  is  assigned  the  sound  of  "  cli,"  and  to 
"q  "  that  of  the  French  "je"  as  in  "vision,"  written  "  viqon." 
Three  consonants  are  added,  "J"  for  "  sh,"  "6"  for  "th" 
as  in  "  the,"  and  one  new  form  "  ij  "  for  "  ng." 

The  vowels  are  those  used  by  Mr.  Pitman,  and  may  be 
tabulated  as  follows  : —

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  sound  here  represented  by 
"  0  "  is  only  the  first  part  of  the  sound  of  the  Greek  "  0," 
the  second  part  being  an  aspirate.  For  example,  we  pro- 
nounce "  (ca0a»c  "  "ka0hoz."  So  "this  thing,"  written  pho- 
netically, is  "  0is  0hii),"  and  "  thy  thigh  "  is  "  0i  0hi."  There 
is  some  departure  from  phonetics  in  the  diphthongs  "au," 
"  oi,"  and  "  ou,"  for  their  sound  is  not  given  by  the  utterance 
in  quick  succession  of  the  vowels  of  which  they  are  composed  ; 
but  it  is  not  so  far  away  as  that  a  child  would  be  puzzled, 
or  a  phonetician  need  be  disturbed,  by  the  inconsistency, 
and  there  is  some  gain  in  following  familiar  usage.  It  is  a 
much  wider  departure  in  the  same  direction  to  represent 
simple  vowel  sounds,  such  as  "  a,"  "  a,"  "  e,"  and  "  5 "  by 
such  combinations  as  "  ai,"  "  aa,"  "  ee,"  and  "  oo,"  which  in 
no  degree  approach  the  sound  they  are  intended  to  represent, 
but  rest  solely  on  our  unphonetic  usage. 

The  letters  "  c  "  (ch)  and  "  x  "  are  superfluous,  since  their 
sounds  may  be  expressed  by  "  t J  "  (tsh)  and  "  ks,"  but  both 
may  be  retained  for  optional  use  as  convenient  abbreviations. 
For  the  sound  represented  by  "  er,"  "ir,"  or  "ur,"  it  seems 
best  to  use  always  "  er." 

The  long  and  short  marks  of  Latin  prosody  have  been 
adopted  as  being  familiar  to  all  who  have  learnt  any  Latin, 
and  because  printers  are  likely  to  have  the  necessary  types. 
Two  new  types  would  need  to  be  made.  The  sound  "sh" 
as  in  "  fish  "  is  a  quite  distinct  sound,  and  is  not  made  by 
pronouncing  "  s  "  and  "  h  "  consecutively.  To  represent  this 
sound  the  letter  J  has  been  adopted  by  the  International 
Phonetic  Association  ;  it  is  easily  written,  having  been  in 
use  until  recently  when  "  s "  was  doubled,  as  the  former  of 
the  two  in  such  a  word  as  "  Mijs." 

The  other  proposed  new  type  "  i],"  suggestive  of  "  ng," 
is  desirable.  The  sounds  in  "  ding  dong  "  are  imperfectly 
represented  by  the  combination  of  letters  "  ng,"  and  the 
complication  of  using  two  letters  instead  of  one  has  led  to 
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a  departure  from  phonetic  spelling  iu  such  words  as  ''  ink," 
which  should  be  "  iijk " ;  and  "  anger,"  which  should  be 
"ayger."  Also  "n"  and  "g"  may  be  adjoining  letters,  to 
be  pronounced  separately,  and  not  combined,  as,  for  example, 
"  ingress,"  "  engrave." 

Phonetic  writing  lessens  the  average  length  of  words, 
that  is  the  number  of  letters  to  be  written  and  types  to  be 
set,  by  as  much  as  12  per  cent.  For  printing,  this  is  pure 
gain ;  for  writing,  it  more  than  compensates  for  the  require- 
ment of  diacritical  marks. 

The  phonetic  principle  is  that  each  letter  should  always 
represent  the  same  sound,  and  that  the  letters  collectively 
should  be  capable  of  representing  all  the  sounds  which  form 
the  English  language.  Words  will  not  always  be  written 
in  the  same  way,  for  the  spelling  should  follow  differences 
of  pronunciation.  The  real  language  is  the  spoken  language, 
and  the  function  of  writing  and  printing  is  to  represent  it 
accurately.  Some  men  say  "  kasel  "  and  some  "  kasel,"  some 
"  iron "  and  some  "  ion,"  some  "  often  "  and  some  "  aufen," 
some  "  kofi "  and  some  "  kaufi."  Individual  or  local  varia- 
tions are  characteristic  and  acceptable.  The  examples  of 
phonetic  writing  which  follow,  represent  the  speech  of  most 
Eoglishmen  who  have  had  a  prolonged  education.  In  par- 
ticular, they  only  sound  the  "  r  "  when  a  vowel  follows,  while 
Scotsmen  give  it  a  pleasant  trill.  Sometimes  also  the  vowel 
changes  with  quicker  or  more  emphatic  utterance.  Thus  a 
schoolboy  might  say, — "  Mi  tutor  askt  mi  fau  mi  buk  ;  giv 
it  me  "     As  a  man  speaks  so  he  will  do  well  to  write. 


The  following  paragraphs  are  transcribed  phonetically, 
with  only  a  few  verbal  changes,  from  an  excellent  pamphlet 
on  "  Simplified  Spelling  "  by  Professor  Walter  Kippmann.
